bury mines. The coke could be brought 
across the lake and through the canal at 
much less expense than it could be taken 
toany other place. Hitherto the chief 
source of supply has been New Caledonia 
in the south seas, the consumation being 
about a thousand tons ayear, Recently, 
since the discovery of nickel at Sudbury, 
it has been found that nickel can be com 
bined with steel with such excellent results 
that itis probable that a very large de- 
mand for the metal willimmediately result. 
The nickel and copper mjnes of Sudbur 
contain the greatest supply in the worlc 
Copper mines in Spain, not one-third as 
rich in ore, employ 19,000 men and pay 
their owners 17 per cent dividend, This 
alloy of nickel and steel has been tried by 
the English French and American govern- 
ments for armor plates for men-of-war and 
has been found incomparably superior to 
steel. The United States government has 
voted $1,000,000 to purchase plates of this 
character for the new yecsels they are 
building, and Canadian nickel is tu 
be used for it, This and the sup- 
plies of other governments must be 
procured in Canada, and there is 
going to be a heap of money inthe 
Ganadian nickel mines American invest- 
ors are prepared to supply 80 per cent 
of the cost of developing these mines and 
they want the Local and Daminion gavern- 
ment togive a bonus saul to a cent, 
which will be about $2,000,000, Coke can 
be got here cheaper from Pennsylvania 
than it costs in Sheffield and labor here is 
almost as cheap as it is in England and 
Spain. It will be naturally askec, if the 
prospects are 59 good why does not capital 
come in and take hold of it alone? The 
answer is, Why haven't they doneso? it 
has been the policy of the Dominion gov- 
ernment to rinteee enterprises to develop 
the wealth and prosperity of the country. 
Bere is a chance to bring this large a- 
mount of capitalinto the country, and 
establish a large and richcorporation here. 
The nickel is an article of which Canada 
has now practically a monopoly. Mr. 
Ritchie's company has an arrangement 
with Garnier, the inventor of the nickel 
refinicg process, to retain his services, 
but he keeps his process a secret. 

In conversation Mr. Ritchie stated toa 
reporter; “Sir Charles, Lieut, Bucking- 
ham, of the American navy, and myself 
spenttwo months together in the latter 
part of 1889, visiting the great iron indus- 
tries of France, Belgium and Germany, 
with a view to ascertaining to what extent 
nickel could be utilized in connection with 
he ivan industry, Lieut. Buckingham, 
who Is chief ofthe ordinance department 
at Washington, and is one of the best en- 
gineers in the United S ates, was sent as 
a representative of the Washington gov- 
ernment, and Sir Charles Tupper was sent 
by the Dominion Government, and I went 
on my own account. I have hope that the 
Dominion government will be influenced 
bySir Charles Tupper’s opinion, and will 
do something in the way of aiding the 
project J have in hand at 
present, It should be regarded asan en- 
terprise of national as well as_ provincial 
importance. If these works are establish- 
ed it would not be at all surprising if in a 
few years the centre of the world’s ship 
} building trade was transferred from the 
Clyde to the St. Lawrence.”

Kepler, one of the wisest philosophers 
chat the world ever saw, declared it was ao 
true science, As late as the reign of 
Charles IL, Lilly, an astrologer, was called 
before the House of Commons in England 
to give his opinion oa to future ¢ a. 
for ages the bright appearance of Mars 
meant war, of Jupiter, meant power, of 
he Pleiades, meant storms at sea, And, as 
history moves in cirolog, I do not kyow but 
that after awhile it may be found that, 4s 
she noon lifts the tides of the sea and the 
sun affecta the growth or blasting of crops, 
other worlds besides these two worlds may 
Lave something to do with the destiny of 
individuals sai nationg in this world. 

THE WITNESS OF HEAVEN'S HOST, 

T do not wonder that the commotions in 
the heavens excited the wise men on the 
night our Chieftain was born. As he came 
irom another world and after thirty-three 
years was again to exchange worlds, jt does 
not seom strange to ime that astronomy 
should havo felt the effect of his coming. 
And inatead of being unbelieving about the 
one star that stooped, I wonder that all the 
worlds iu the heayens did not that Christ- 
tas night make some special demonstra- 
don, Why should they leave to one world 
or meteor’ the bearing of the news of the 
humanization of Christ!

As in December, 1889, I walked on the 
way from Bothany, and at the foot of 
Mount Olivet, a half mile from the wall of 
Jorusslom, through the Garden of Geéth- 
somane and under the eight venerable olive 
trees now standing, their pomologieal an 
cestors having been witnesses of the oceur- 
rences spoken of, the scene of horror and 
of crime caine back to me, until I shudder 
ed with the historical reminiscence, 

In further fo\lowing our great Chieftain’s 
march through the centuries, I find myseli 
in a crowd in front of Herod's palace in 
Jerusalem, and on @ moveable platform 
arses upon a tasselated pavement, Poutius 
ilate wits. And as once a year a Con- 
demned criminal is pardoned, Pilate lets 
the people choose whether it shall be 
an assassin or our Chieftain, and they all 
ery out for the liberation of the assassin. 
thus declaring they prefer a murderer to 
the salvation of the world, Pilate took a 
basin of water in front of these people and 
tried to wash off the blood of this murder 
from his hands, but he could not, They 
are still lifted, and I see them looming up 
through all the ages, eight fingers and two 
thumbs standing out red with the carnage. 

Still following our Chieftian, I ascend the 
hill which Goneral Gordon, the great Eng: 
lish explorer and arbiter, made a clay model 
of. Itis hard climbing for our Chieftian, 
for he has not only two heavy timbers to 
carry on his back, the upright and horizon- 
tal pieces of the cross, but he is suffering 
from exhaustion caused by lack of food, 
mountain chills, desert heats, whippings 
with elmwood rods and years of rial exes 
ment. 

It took owr party in 1889 only fifteen 
minutes to climb to the top of the hill and 
reach that limestone rock in yonder ‘wall, 
which I rolled down from the apex of 
Monnt Calvary. But I think our Chieftain 
must have taken a long time for the ascent, 
for he bad all earth and all heaven and all 
hell ou his back ax he climbed from base to 
summitand there endured what William 
Cowper and John Milton and Charles Wes- 
ley and Isaac Watts and James Montgom- 
ory andall the othersacred poets have attemp- 
ted to put in verse, and Angelo and 
Raphael and Titian and Leonardo da 
Vinci and all the great Italian and German 
and Spanish and French artists have at- 
tempted to paint, and Bossuet and Masillon 
and George Whitfield and Thomas Chalmers 
have attempted to preach, 

Something of its overwhelming awfulness 
you may estimate from the fact that the sun 
which shines in the heavens could nat en- 
dure it ; the sun which unflinchingly looked 
upon the deluge that drowned the World, 
which without blinking looked updn the 
ruins of earthquakes which swallowed 
Lisbon and Caraccas, and has looked un- 
blanched on the battlefields of Arbela, Blen- 
heim, Megiddo and Esdraelon, and all the 
scenes of carnage that have ever scalded and 
drenched the earth with human gore—that 
sun vould not look upon the scene. “The 
tun dropped over its face a veil of cloud. “Tt 
withdrew, It hid itself, It sdid- to 


tacle upon which I have no strength’'to 
pore thou art blind. O midnight f and 
or that reason I commit to thee this 
tragedy!” hen the nighthawk and the 
bat flew by, and tho jackal howled in the 
ravines, 

Now we follow our Chieftain as they 
carry his limp and lacerated form amid the 
flowers and trees of a garden, the gladio- 
uses, the oleanders, the lilies, the gera- 


niuins, the mandrakes, down five or six 
steps to an aisle of granite, where he sleeps. 
But only a little while he sleeps there, for 
there is an earthquake in all that ‘region, 


j leaving the rocks to this day in their dslant 


and ruptured state, declarative of the fact 
that something extraordinary there ‘hap- 
pened. And we seo our Chieftain’ arouse 
trom his brief alumber and wrestle down the 
rathan Death, who would keep him impria- 
oned in that cavern, and put Both heela on 
the monster, and coming forth with « cry 
that will not cease to be echoed until on the 
great resurrection day the door of the lost 
sepulchre shall be unhinged and flun; 

clanging into the debris of demolished 

cemeteries. 

Now we follow our Chieftinn to the 
shoulder of Mount Olivet, and ‘without 
wings he rises, the disciples clutching for 
his robes too late to Feat them, and across 
the great gulfs of space with one bound he 
gains the world which for thirty-three 
years he had denied his companionshij>, 
and all heaven lifted a shout of welcome as 
he entered, and of coronation ag up the 
mediatorial throne he mounted. It was 
the greatest day heaven had ever seen. 
They had him back again from tears, from 
wounds, from ills, from a world that nevor 


appreciated him to a world in which he was 
the chief delight. In all the libretto of 
celestial music it was hard to find on 


anthem enough conjubilant to celebrate the 
joy saintly, seraphig, arch angelic, deific. 
But still we follow our Chieftain in his 
march through the centuries, for invisibly 
he etill walks the oarth, and by the eye of 
faith we still follow him.

Many carriages 
containing foreigners ‘© rudely stopped 
and the hats of the occupants were tated 
and thrown into the roadway. The pro.

formed of great magnitude, which 
marched to the capitol, hi ning 
at pilgrims in the hotels —ulon, 


the route, Large crowds of oxcited oltizens 
collected in front of the French-Catholie 
Seminary and loudly demanded that the 
pontifical arma be removed from the facade 
of the building. The police, however, dis- 
persed the crowd. The most intense fooling 
was displayed by the crowd in regard to 
these arma, and this is accounted for by the 
fact that the people of Rome were yester- 
day celebrating the anniversary of 
the plebiscite of 1870, by which 
Rome pronounced in favor of a union 
with the Kingdoms of Italy. ‘The accounts 
of the insults offered by the pilgrims to the 
tomb of Victor Emanuel difler, One story 
is that when the officials in charge of the 
tomb asked the Pilgrims to write their 
tames in the visitors’ books, the French pil- 
grits refused to inscribe their names and

thoroughfares. The paraders cheered for 
Italy and King Humbert. The pilgrims did 
not venture out last evening. Many of the 
French pilgrims intended to start on their 
return home last night, but did not do 80, 
wishing to avoid all disturbances, 

The Pope is deeply affected at the dis- 
orders which occurred here yesterday, He 
has just issued instructions that wll Catho- 
lic pilgrims now in Rome are to remain 
tranquil in face of the displeasure displayed 
by the bands of men who paraded the 
streets to mark their disapprobation with 
the French pilgrims, conduct and that the 
latter in every way do all in their power 
to avoid giving cause for disturbances, 

The French pilgrims who were the cause 
of the disorder started during the day for 
Modena, Before doing so thoy called at 
the Vatican and expressed regret for the 
occurrence of yesterday. The Pope said he 
he also regretted yesterday's fokiA Rata and 
hoped they foal happen again. The 
majority of the accounts of the outbreak 
agree inauserting thatone ofthe pilgrims who 
visisted Victor emasaol tomb spat in the 
visitors book’ and wrote: ‘Vive is Pope!” 
“Mort au roi Hambert, A bas Victor 
Emanuel.” 

AnItulianpresent,enraged at the insult to 
the dead, struck the writer in the face and 
assisted the guardsto expel him amid the 
auathemas of those present, The other 

ilgrims tried to rescue their companion 
rom the guards, The crowds attracted 
by the disorder, attacked the pilgrims with 
knives and stones, filling the air with im- 
preeHons of “death,” ete. The guards 
had the utmost difficulty in protecting the 
pilgrims from the frenzied Italians. 

M. Harmel, the leader of the French 
workmen’s pilgrims, called on the Minister 
of Interior ota and discluimed any sym- 
pathy with the outrage of yesterday. He 
expressed deep regret for all the occurrences 
in connection with it. Eight trains, early 
this morning, were in readiness to take the 
pil rims out of Rome, but as popular feeling 

calmed down considerably the pilgrims 
were informed that no departure from their 
original program was necessary, 

Thousands of citizens marched in proces- 
sion to the Pantheon in Rome to-day to de- 
posit a wreath on King Victor Emanuel’s 
tomb, where on Friday last a number of 
French Catholic pilgrims made an insulting 
demonstration. While the crowd was in 
the church a nufnber of Radicals mounted 
some of the altars and made violent 
speeches, denouncing the Vatlcan and 
antics “Down with the priests!’ 
It is reported that the Pope has decided 
to annul the consecration of some of the 
altars in the Pantheon which were de- 
secrated by the anti-clerical demonstra- 
tions on Friday last.

fouatly sought death In Vesuving, It was 


shown afterward that he Inbored under a 
peculiar manta, Tis two companions, one 4 
oueint guide, and the other a friend who bad 
»upanied Di Privla from Naples on what 
vas supposed to bo a misaion of curiosity. 
th to-tifed that Di Priola loft their sid 
‘tho ai was cloar, aud bis movements 
suiily bo seen, ran to the very edge of 
tie erator, end Jeaped, with an awful ery 
‘ito the chasm At the time they wont with 
lun up the mountain, thoy saw no signs of 
inental derangement, but soon after rench- 
ing the top ho began talking in an erratic 
way about some in he had committed and 
the hopelessness of ever being forgiven 
for it, Even this did not alarm them, 
as they did not connect the utterances 
with any design of suicide, until he 
actually lashed away and took the 
awful leap. It appeared, upon inquiry, 
that he had vommitted some offense, or be- 
lieved he had, as nobody else knew anything 
about it, and bad brooded over the matter 
until his reason became unsettled, Becom- 
ing convinced that he was sure of eternal 
punishment anyway, he concluded to go to 
the locality by way of Vesuvius. 


MURDERED HIS WIFE AND GUIDE, 


The burning mountain has witnessed dark- 
er crimes than suicide, Italians have not 
yet forgotten the sensation caused in 1850, 
when a Frenchman named Chabrol, from 
Bordeaux, was arrested on a charge of hay- 
ing murdered his wife and a guide nam: 
ed Collogno by pushing them into tha 
erator, There was no evidence except cir 
comstantial to sustain the charge of murder, 
and confession wrung out by torture is not 
the besteorroboration. But there never waa 
any doubt among the fellow guides of Col 
Jegno that both the latter and Mme. Chabro) 
were pushed over iuto the crater, Chabrol,. 
itappeared from the testimony taken at the 
trial, was a retired wine merchant of Bor. 
deaux, of middle age, and. traveling for re 
creation. Vesuvius had shown some sigusot 
an approaching outburst, but was not consid- 
ered dangerous, and there was nothing 
peculiar in Chabrol's purpose to visit the 
volcano, Other tourists were doing so every 
day, and women were sometimes in the 
parties. Mme, Chabrol was a healthy 
look: Frenchwoman, like her husband 
about fifty years of age.  Collegno, 
one of the best guides of that period, 
was escort, They started early yin the 
morning, and progressed very _ leisurely, 
stopping at frequent intervals for rest and 
refreshment, and reaching the top of the 
mountain Inte in the afternoon, <As to 
what happened there only Chabrol sur- 
vived to tell, Ashe told the story first, he 
puid that, although the ground was war, 
ufew jets of vapor and gases, called fum- 
avoles by the Italians, escaping from small 
fissures, Jere the only signs of volcanic notiv- 
itv. Mmo. Chabrol wanted to see more, and 
asked the guide to approach the edge of the 
crater, M. Charbrol in vain endeavoring to 
dissaude his wife from such dangerous curl- 
sity. The guido joined the husband in pro- 
teoling, but, as the inadame threatened to go 
nlone, Collegno said he would accompany 
ber, Chabrol remained at a distance, The 
guide and Mme. Chabrol were standing, look- 
fuginto thecrater, when a voluine of sulphur- 
ous vapor, ng from the pit, hid thom from 
view and compelled Cbhabrol himself to 
retreat some distance. When the eloud 
cleared away neither guide nor woman could 

be seen.

CRIMES OF KING BOMBA, 


Chabrol’s story seemed plausable, and the 
authorities were willing to accept it and would 
have released him. Collegno’s friends were 
not satisfled, however, They thought him too 
experienced a guide to have perished iu that 
way, and they felt convinced that Chabroll 
was a murderer, The wife and daughter of 
| Collegno went to Naples id obtained an 
‘audience with King Bomba's minister of jus- 
tice. Chabrol was put under arrest. Under 
pressure of the peculiar mothods then fre- 
qnently resorted to in Naples, he at length 
confessed that he had killed his wife and the 
guide pushing them both into the lake of 
fire that bolled beneath in the crater, His 
, motive for murdering his wife was to marry 

a young person who was withhim fn his 
travels asa niece, He got rid of the guide be 
cause the latter would have otherwise been a 
witness of the wife-murder. Chabrol was 
executed at Naples. One of the horrible 
things charged against King Bomba was that 
bo caused victims of his hatred to be bound 
tand and foot and thrown into Vesuvius 
The King was guilty of so many cruelties 
that it {4 possible that the charge was true, 
Racehia, who took part {n the Insurrection 
of 1549, and was sentenced to {mprisonmont 
for lifeia adungeon, was nover heard of 
afterward, and was not found in the dun+ 
geou when Poerlo and others were HMbemted: 
Racchin was peculiarly obnoxious to the 
king because he had spat upon his majesty'a 
portrait in the palace at Capuce, and had 
said many offensive things about Bomba. It 
is atradition in Naples that, on the night 
followins the sentence, Racchia was taken 
from hia dungeon pinfoned handgun, fans

Among the many good things which 
Horace Greeley wrote is) the following 
vivid article on the misery of being in 
debt. 

To be hungry, ragged and penniless, is 
not pleasant; but this is nothing tothe 
horror of bankruptcy. All the wealth of 
the Roshschi'ds would be a poor recom- 
pense for a five year’s struggle, with the 
Consciousnéss that you had taken the 
money or property of trusting friends— 
promising to return or pay for it when re- 
quired, and had betrayed their confidence 
through insolvency. 

T dwell on this point, for I would deter 
others from entering the place of torment. 
Half the young men in the country, with 
many old enough to know bett:r would 


=“ go into business ”—that is, into debt—to 


morrow,if they could. Most poor men are 
So ignorant as to envy the merchant or the 
manufacturer whose life is an incessant 
struggle with pecuniary difficulties, who is 
driven to constant “shinning and who, 
from mouth to mouth, barely evades that 
insolvency which sooner or later overtakes 
men in business; so that it his been com- 


puted that but one in twenty of them 
achieves a pecuniary success. 
For my own part—and I sp-ak fiom 


sad experience—I would rathsr be a con- 
vict in State prison, a slave in a_rice- 
swamp, than to pass through liteunder the 
harrow ofdebt. Letno youn, man mis- 
judge himself unfortunate, or truly poox, 
solong-as he has the full use of his limbs, 
and faculties and is substantially free from 
debt. 

Hunger, cold, rags, hard work, contempt 
SUSPICION, Unjust reproach, are disagree- 
able ; but debt is infinitely worse than 
them all. And, ifit had pleased God to 
Spare either or all my sons to be the sup- 
port and solare of my declining years, the 
lesson which I should have 


them is: “Never run into debt | 
pecuniary obligations as you would pesti- 
lence or famine. If you have fifty cents,

THE FUNERALS OF TWO NOTED 
MEN. 


Vieteria's Tribute to the Late Oommons 
Leader—Hls Obsequies Quietly Con 
ducted—Tens of Thousands Attend the 
Funeral of the Uncrowned King 


Lorponx, Oct. 12.—The remains of 
Charles Stowart Parnell have been con: 
signod to the tomb, At 215 Saturday the 
casket was carried from his late residence 
at Holyhead and placed in = hearse whence 
it was escorted by Parnoll's colleagues to 
the station. Mrs. Parnell was unable to 
scoompany the remains, At Brighton 
there wasa terrific downpour of rain the 
whole afternoon. The train then starved 
for Wellesden (the junction of the London 
& Northwestern Kailway, with the roads 
from the east and south), A great crowd 
rushed towards the carriage in which the 
remains were deposited. As the doors were 
opened evoryone reverently bared the head 
and stood with silomt expectancy, apparent- 
ly waiting for some leading Parnellite to 
speak. It was found, however, that time 
would not permit of any coremony, It had 
been planned that when the coffin should 
be temporarily removed frem the car some 
distinguished member of the leaguo was to 
deliver au address, but all that it was pos- 
sible to do was to uncover the coffin, which 
was lying in the case in which it had been 

laced for transit from Brighton, aad to 
lorm a queue of the people who had as- 
sembled and allow them to pass in single 
file through the railway carriage, This 
was successfully carried out. Many per- 
line were moved to tears. Dele- 
ratos from soveral branches of the London 
ague placed wreaths upon the bier, 

Dustin, Oct. 11,—The scene at Holy- 
head when the cortege arrived at 1. 
o'clock yesterday was mournful in the 
extreme, Dosens of Parnell’s close friends 
hadcome across from Kingstown to meet the 
body and burst into tears as they beheld 
the coffin. Tho remains were quickly 
placed aboard the steamer Ireland. The 
chief mourners who sat around the coffin in 
the cabin were Mr. Henry Parnell, who 
beara striking resemblance to his late 
brother; Mra. Dickinson, a sister, and Miss 
Dickinson, a niece of the deceased. With 
these was Miss Maude Goune, who  be- 
came famous for her stubbornness 
to the eyictions in Donegal, Shoe 
had traveled from Toulon to attend the 
funeral. All the Parnellites who had been 
at Brighton in attendance upon the body of 
their late chief were also aboard. The 
steamer arrived at Kingstown about 9 
o'clock in the morning. Despite a fierce 
downpour of rain and raw wind that made 
it almost impossible to stand on the pier, 
thousands of people were waiting. 
A singular scene was thon witnessed. 
the coffin was removed from the box which 
had encased it the crowd rushed forward 
and salsa tis box, tearin; “ nick) in 
pieces for the purpose of obtaining frag- 
ments of the wood as relics, ene 

In a few moments more Dublin was reach- 
edand o great throng greeted the coming 
of the body of their leader. The coffin was 
borne on the shoulders of six stalwart Irish- 
men to St. Nicholas Church, near the Law 
Courts, where the rector, Rev. Thomas Long, 
assisted by Rev. G. A Frye, rector of 
All Souls church, Manchester, read the 
service of the Church of Ireland. The 
more immediate friends and the relatives of 
the deceased completely filled the church, 
the throng of general mourners remaining 
meanwhile outside in the pouring rain. The 
brief service being over the procession was 
formed and the coffin escerted by numerous 
Irish societies and by many thousands of 
citizens, was conveyed to the city hall and 
placed upon @ magnificent catalfaque in the 
contral hall, at the foot of the statue of the 
great O'Connell. 

At the head of the coffin stood the colors 
of the Wicklow volunteers, organized by 
Mr. Purnell’s father in 1779. 

On the top of the coffin was an immense 
cross of flowers, inscribed with the names 
of the 31 party colleagues of Parnell. 

The inclosure around the coffin wasa 
mass of floral offerings of every sha 
design and coming from Parnell’s 
in all parts of Ireland and England. Some 
of the massea of flowers bore revengeful 
mottos, 

At 10 o'clook the arrangements were 
completed so that the crowd could be per- 
mitted to file past the coffin. A procession 
six deep moved past and the stream flowed 
uninterruptedly for three hours. 


125,000 View the Body, 

It is catimated that 125,000 passed the 
body. The Parnellite members of Parlia- 
ment stood inside the barrier as o sort of 
body guard, Mr. Henry Campbell who 
had been Parnell’s closest intimate for years 
standing at the foot of the coffin 
Atl o'clock the procession was stopped, 
though there seemed no end to the line of 
ee) passing the coffin. 

Photographs of the lying in state show 
that the notin was placed at the base of the 
O'Connell sta ue and on either side in bold 
relief are the atatutes of Grattan and Lucas, 

Conspicuoys on the coffin were three 
wreaths from Mrs. Parnell, a cross, anchor 
and circle, with the inscriptions: ‘My 
own true love. Best and truest friend My 
husband, from his broken-hearted wife.” 

Inside this inscription was the following: 
“My dear love, my husband; from his 
heartbroken wife!” And still within this 
was the following: ‘‘My dear love, my 
husband, my king; from his heartbroken 
wife!” There were also two lovely little 
wreaths from Mrs. Parnell’s daughters, with 
the words: ‘From little Clara and little 
Kitty to our dear mother’s husband.” 

At a quarter to 3 the procession started, 
led by the executive ef the leadership 
committee. Following came the bier, 
the coffin passed, almost hidden in flowers, 
drawn by 6 coal-black horses, surrounded b: 
the parliamentary colleagues of Mr. Parnell.

covered, Mr. Parnell’s favorite horse fol- 
lowed the bier. Then came a stron,

Benjamin Franklin's body was buried 
beside his wife’s in Christ's cyttchyard, 
Philadelphia. He wrote this epitaph for 
himself when he was 23 years old: 

The Body of Benjamiu Franklyn, printer 
(Like the cover of an old book book its con- 
teuts torn out and stripped of its lettering 
and gilding), Lies here, food for worms. 

Yot the work itself shall not be loo, For it 
will, a8 he believed, appear ome curd, Ina 
uew and more beautiful edition, corrected 
und amended by the autli x. 

This tells the story of a brewer: 

Poor John Scott lios buried here; 

Tho’ once he had both bale and stout, 

Death stretched him ou his bitter bier; 

In another world he hops about, 

The Duke of Norfolk in Richard Sheri- 
dan’s time was a great whist-player, and 
upon his death Sheridan wrote: 

Hore lies England's premier Baron 
Patiently awaiting the last tramp. 

A Dunkirk family ordered the inscription 
** Let her rest in peace,” upon the tomb of 
one recently departed. But the lettéring 
artist found that he did not have mom for 
the entire sentence, so he abbreviated in this 
manner, ‘Let her r. i. p.” 

This fs the kind of funeral literature they 
used to use in California; 

‘Here lies the body of Jeemes Humbrick, 
who was accidentally shot on the bank Of 
the Pacus R: by © young man. He wis 
accidentally shot with one of the large 
Colt’s revolvers with no stopper for tBe 
cock torest on. It was one of thé old- 
fushioned kind brass-mounted. And of 
such is the kingdom of heaven. 

Thomas Smith was a sculptor and a keen 
business-man, He cut this in his wife's 
tomb : 

‘Here lies Jane Smith, wife of Thomas 
Sinith, marble-cutter. This monument 
was erected by hor husband as a tribute to 
her momory and a specimen of his work, 
Monuments of the same style, $250.” 

This illogical jingle comes from Cornwall, 
England: 

Father and mother and I 
Lie buried bere asunder; 

Father and mother lio buried here, 
And I lie buried yonder. 

There seems to be very little doubt about 
Robert C. Wright’s death. He was killed 
near Appomattox Court House, Va. : 

RORT. ©. WRIGHT 
Was Born Juno 26th, 1772, 
Died July 2d, 1815, 
By the bloodthirsty hand of John Swéeney, 
Jr., who was massacre with the Nife, then a 
London Gun discharge a ball penetrate ‘the 
Heart which gave the immortal wound.

— 
Loais Rell Uttetad Some Predictions that 
are Being Romarkably Fulfilled. 

It is claimed by a correspondent of La 
Patrie, of Montreal, that Louis Riel the 
Metis chief and leader of the rebellion in 
the Northwest in 1886, who was convicted 
of treason and hanged, made a prediction 
when addressing the Metis at Batoche on 
& certain occasion, which is of interest at 
the present time, Riel on this occasion 
told the Metis thatthe Ottawa government 
was so contrary to common sense, and 
he might even say against the will of God.

WET WEATHER IN MANITOBA: 


Threshing for Some Time at a Standstill— 
Much Grain Stilt In Book 


t Wiyxirea, Oct, 12,—The wet season has 
apparently passed. sterday was clear 
and warm, the first really fino day for a 
fortnight. While the rain lasted threshing 
was at a standstill and in southern Mani- 
toba, where, owing to scarcity of help, 
much of the grain is yet in the stook, it is 
feared some damage has been done If the 
weather continues fine it may dry out 
again, 

Mr. W. W. Ogilvie, who has returned 
from « trip of inspection throughout the 
province, in an interview, speaking of the 
general result of the harvest as a whole, 
specially referred to the continued pros- 
perity of the Mennonite farmers, which he 
attributed to their farming within their ca 
pacity and not sowing more than they could 
properly take care of Nearly all of the 
wheat was stacked, while in many cases 
further west a considerable portion of the 
wheat is still in stook, and the recent rains 
will certainly not benefit the grade. 
Where the wheat is stacked it al- 
lows the grain ww sweat . properly 
and improves tha color. However, Mr, 
Ogilvie feels that Manitoba is to be con- 
gratulated on the very large quantity of 
wheat raised this year, The quantity of 
good milling wheat is vertainly far in ex- 
cess of any previous year; but he thinks 
that the quantity of good wheat might bave 
been still further augmented if lesa had 
been allowed to remain in the stook before 
the bad weather set in. He hopes that the 
farmers will not overlook the importance of 
sowing the very best seed. 

Mr. Ogilvie was pleased to notice the very 
large increase in the number of cattle in the 
country, This trade, he observed, ap- 
peared to be developing rapidly and Rraulas 
no doubt, assume very large proportions 
before long.

INSPECTOR HYDES REPORT 
Ho Speaks of the Difficult'es of his Posits 
ion and says he Docs his duty Well 
Sanitary Inspector Hyde last nighc 
presented the following repoit to the city 
council: “I begmost respectfully to sub- 
mit to your honorable body my fifth an- 
nual report as market inspector, [ attended 
the market regularly on market days, and 
fave particular attention to the produce 
offered for sale, and saw that all meat 
poultry, etc, were of a good quality, allow- 
ing none to be disposed ‘af but that which 
was fresh and inevery respect fit for hu- 
man food ; butter, eggs, lard, etc., were 
thoroughly examined. There is a custom 
adopted by many of the sellers, viz., sel- 
ling butter by lump; by this method the 
mexperienced are very often cheated - 
this custom 1 have tried to 
check by insisting that all articles should 
be weighed on the market scales. When 
I found meat, poultry or other produce 
either tainted or of an inferior quality or 
otherwise unfit for human food I at once 
ordered its removal from the market, for- 
bidding its sale. ‘ 
The duties of Market inspector are at 
times vety difficult. There are people 
that thinkl should not take produce offered 
for sale, destroy or confisticate it at will 
A yery slight erior on my part inthis line 
would make the City liable for damages 
I have had considerable experience in the 
management of Camp markets and sup- 
plies and have always made it a rule to act 
ustly between buyer and seller, I have 
followed the same method since I entered 
on my present duties, this I have done 
regardless of outside opinion, 1 consider 
myself responsible to the City Council, 
Solictor, etc. forthe proper performance 
of my duties, not to every meddler who 
0€s OU! ide of his own duties to interfer

Anderson—I cannot underscand 
why the report should havebeen mutilated. 
Ir would seem that halfa page had been 
cut off. 

Mayor—I can't explain why the report 
should come to the council in that manner, 

Ald. Skinner—Who did you deliver it 
to? 

Mayor—To the city clerk or probably to 
Dr. Tracy. : 

City Clerk Robercson—You gave it to 
Dr, Tracy, medical health officer. 

Ald, Anderson—I object to paying $20 
for an analysis which is not all here.

S voral Schooners Run Aground on Bars 


At ‘iho Hoad ef Tho Bay, 

The rapid decline of the water in the 
bay is alarming vessel owners. Yesterday 5 
the witer declined eight inches and the | 
water is fully twenty-eight inches lower 
than it has ever been known before.Some 
of the channels are,! almost unnavigable 
and vesterday heavy draught vessels went 
ayround at ‘several points. The Annie 
Gilbert towed the schooner Annandale, 
loaded with stone for Toronto up the bay. 
When near the canal she got stuck ona 
bar, and Wm. Carter went up this morning 
with his scow to light her off. The 
schooner Kate also went aground in the 
same vicinity yesterday, and was towed off 
by the tug Bonar. The Singapore which 
is unloadiug coal at Napanes was stuck 
in the mud at sixand a halfteet, and the 
Nellie Cuthbert with a draught of 64 feet 
found some difficulty in getting out of the 
river. 

Capt E.B. Smith, of the Alexandria, 
has sailed the Bay of Quinte and the St. 
Lawerence river continually for thirty-three 
years. He says that although the water 
is just now quite low it has at times been 
lower. Before the country was 59 comple- 
tely cleaved of wood the rise and fall of 
the water was mors gradual. Now there 
follow alternately a flood and 4 drouth, 
Capt. Smith he has never seen the shores 
of the Bay of Qui te and especially of 
Picton bay retain their verdure so well as 
they have done this season, 

The schooner D, Freeman is loading 
barley at Downey's elevator for Oswego, 
and tie Singapore of Napanee, is also 
loading at Downey's at Napance, for Os- 
wego, 

The schooner ullock is unloiding coal 
at Deseronto.

EC WATER 


Different Opinions as to the Merits of 
the Water for Drinking Purposes 

Geo. Pope, superinteudent of the water- 
works company, has asked the ONTARIO 
to state that he has in no way endeavored 
to burke investigation in his department. 
At all timeshe has been willing that an 
impartial analysis should be made of the 
water, The ONTARIO last night stated 
that the water had been condemned by 
the Ontario government for drinking pur- 
poses. A reporter saw Dr. Tracy to-day. 
He says that there are several standards 
by which water may be judged. While 
one standard may condenin the water an- 
other standard may hold that itis fit for 
domestic purnoses. According to Muter’s 
standurd the Belleville city water is coa- 
demned as undrinkable by the Ontario 
assistant analys, coataining an excess of 
organic matter. Superintendent Pope 
has askedthe ONTARI@ to publish the 
Dominion analysis which we herewith 


give: 
This sample of water is probably free from 
sewage pollution, and contains too much or- 


ganic matter to make it a desirable source of 
domestic supply without filteration. I can- 
not pronounce definitely upon it without 
some knowledge of the history of its occur 
euce Signed A. McGill, 

Mr. Pope stated to a reporter last-night | 
that the recent analysis of the water does | 
not vary from the first analysis made and, 
which is posted up in the company’s office 
The water has never been claimed to be — 
perfectly free from organic matter and if 
filtered is rencered drinkable. 
Dr. Tracy says that the city water is bet- 
ter than two thirds of the well water used 
in the city.

adopted 

This evidence, presented with some humor 
‘and sarcasm, evoked considerable langhter 
at the expense of the di ing committee, 
and Wildberger, having made the hit, sat 
down, 

Herr Bebe! again rose to the defence of 
tho leaders, He severely denognced the 


royolutionists, as he called the oppo-

Then, suddenly 
spring to thoir foot, they des 
sion of rapid and intricate circles, keeping 
time to the music with their arms, head and 
fect.

Every one 
wondered to seo a cock belonging to Sir 
Thomas cry craven, and away came the man 
with bis money doubled.”” ter the black 
reda came to be the universal favorite, and 
to this day this is the color affected by 
those wicked persons (colliers and others) 
who illicitly and surreptitionsly do cock a 
little still. 

Tt is much more “difficult to breed 
for the pit” than for the show-cage. 
In. one case the object is only to 
get form and feathor right; in the other, 
you would perpotrate pluck and’ con: 
stitution as wel For both purposes 
good deal of in-and-in breeding is absolutely 
necessary; and even the curious freak of 
nature known among sportsmen as breeding 
baok would ooour to surprise and dismay 
the fancier. In one instance there was no 
deviation for fifteen years; every vockerel 
was e replica of his father and grandfather; 
them, without rhyme or reason, # cluteh 
of oop would give chicks with pile or 
span; 


ie where no pile or spangle should be, 
proc! ming the existence of some distant 
atrain of alien blood. 

Often, too, it would happen that a brood 
would whelm its owner in disaster. Without 
losing anythlbg paspeeanace or courage the 
warriors would go down like ninepins in the 
pit; the stags would rot and dio on their 
walks, the pulleta fail in their nursing; all 
which misfortunes were duc to no lack of 
skill and care on the part of the feeder but 
to excessive {n-and-in breeding. Again, it 

uired the uicest discrimination and the 
soundest judgment so to match cock and 
hen thet thelr issue had a reasonable chance 
of adding to the glory of his house. 

The pairing was done from observation 
and inference. An it was found that such 
hurts as greatly deteriorated the breeding 
powers were occasionally inflicted in battle, 
the best breeders, chose the maiden or un- 
fought cocks as sires; the procreative ca- 
pacity of a fine blood cock being atrongost 
at some two years old. And the feeding of 
the birds was an art ip itself. 

There were fights all the spring round, 
but the connoisseur knew that the beat 
mains wore always fought after the first of 
June, when muscle and feather woro at 
their very best. There were many trials 
beforehand, but the wary cocker was care- 
ful not to fight his bird till the match day 
(lest by chance he should be hurt, howber 
victorious), but judged him on the perform:

peculiar soolety of persons of ovlor, who 

were not to be compared with tho ordinary 
negro, It was known before the war as the 

“free people of color,” and still rotatug that 

vane In it wore the decondants of places 

svouton and the white mon who mafntainod 
them, Many of this class are very rich; 
roost of the women are handsome, and mon 
pnd women are well educated, Those per 
sons scorn the ordinary negro or mulatto, 
for they thomelves have in their voing the 
Lluest blood of the eity and State they live 
jn, and, as white people will not asioolate 
with thom, they are a community by them- 
selvor, Very many persons in Now Orleans, 
jenerally Americans” (by whom I mean 
thoee baving no French blood on olthor 
side), are utterly ignorant of tho fact that 
among the inbabitauts of that most plotur- 
esque of all Amorican citios thore is a #o- 
ciety as exclusive ax that of the Austrian 
court, the most aristocratic court in Eur- 
wpe, to which it is alunosttimpossible to gain 
admission, Which presents the colored race 
iu a condition and light that does not oxist 
aay where else, 

Its beginning wassimple, There caing to 
New Orleans a hundred yoara ago persons 
from all countries in Europe to buy and sell 
eotton and other great Southern staples 
Some were from Eugland, a few were from 
France, more were from Holland, Germany, 
and the Latin countries, They came out ta 
America to make a fortune and go back to 
their native land to enjoy it They 
had no homo ties for they could 
biing none, They were young and ro- 
mantic. Thoy saw the graceful, soft-eyed 
luadroon, They could not marry these wor 
‘uien if thoy bad wished to, for it was against 

the law, but they could sot them free, and 
this thoy frequontly did, Tho children bora 
of these alliancos constitute this curious 
socisty, which still exists, aod has existed 
for a century, As tho fathors of those chile 
dren was gonorally rich, the young quad roop 
or octoroon children were well educated, | 
The girls wont to convents, one or two of 
which maintained special and of course 
soparate classes for those girls, and were 
Taught all that their white sisters ever 
learned. When they left? there the mother 
prepared to “range” her daughter, just as 
in “tbe best society” the mother prepares to 
make a good marriage for her girl who ts 
just coming out, 

Remenber--and this is the part mose 
difficult to be comprehended by Northern 
folks—these girls were as innocent and good 
as any girl can be, Their mothers knew 
they could oot be married to white mon. Tho 
girl herself loathed the nogro as much as the 
niost dolicate-minded white woman possibly 
could She knew the relation ber mothor , 
hold toher father, but que voulez voust 
She had never been taught that anything | 
about it was wrong; the good nuns of the 
Ursulives or other convents lot that alone, 
for it would bave been of no use, Tho 
mother had her ambitions, as mothers have 
no matter what the color of their 
skins may ba In socloty it is the 
question of the largest fortune that most 
frequently stirs the maternal heart. Who, 
therefure, can blame the poor creature who 
has never known any better state, and 
whose chief religious sentiment was that 
se should love ber children and have them 
christined inthe only Churcht Whocan 
blame her because she wishes for her child 
what tho fashionable white mother. so often 
desires for hers--a good establishmontt 
Therefore, after the young octoroon bas 
reached the proper age, and has learned all 
the good nuns can teach her, her mother 
looks out for a good home for her, when she 
is plocee, 

The placee-lng is a matter of great im- 
portance to these girls and their mothers, 
nad, indeed, to all their relatives Twicea 
yeara very select ball is given, which the 
places womon attend, and, of course, the 
tligible girls. There the young girl seos 
about all the desirable men—I moan gentle 
men, men of the loftiest social rank—that 
are in the society of the city. They see the 
girls. Tho otiquotte and deportment {a as 
courtly and stately here as at avy gentlo- 
mau'shouse in New Orleans, At such time 
the forinal acquaintance is made, for those 
girls never remain one momout alone with 
® man, save their confessor, perhaps, or 
brothers, until they aro places, The mother 
of these girls have an intimate knowledge 
of the inside” of New Orleans life, so far 
ag it conceros rich and generally “eligible” 
young men of the highest social rank, that 
would astonish a ‘Parisian chief of secret 
police. Whore they got this information 
goodness knows, but they havo it, At last 
the proper por son is selocted , most frequent- 
ly rich youug foreigner, for not many 
cieoles or Americans nowadays desire or 
care to onter into such relations, with thoir 
results, fora lifetime, The man agreca to 
sive tho girl an establishmout and fits it 
up, and she takes possession. 

Hore sonies the most wondorful part of it 
wl {have nevor koowna oan to fail io 
his promises to the woman. Whatevor ha 
tuay do, or to whomever he may choat of 
hie, he keops his faith with the woman who 
ishis places. It is @ curfous thing, bat 
there are reasons for it, No married woinan 
sould more faithfully keep her marriage 
vows than the placoo woman keops hor faith, 
They never break their pledgea Every 
Sunday the man dines, if possible, with bis 
places, and he is expected to come to the 
house once or twice a week; but there is no 
hunting him up or bothoring him with notes 
or messengers, Sometimos, when he has a 
yory intimate male friond, be may invite 
him to dine with hiu at bis house, I sball 
hover forget a dinnor of this sort some years 
*g°, where the host was a young Greek 
ruerchant whom I knew wll, an enthusias- 
lic fellow, the scion of a great\London bank- 
ing house, handsome as an old-time

Allastfonomers and geomotricians and 
scientists say that it was scientifically and 
mathematically constructed before solence 
and mathematios were born, From the tn- 
scriptions on the pyramid, from its propor- 
tions, from the points of the compass reco, 
nized in its structure, from the direction i 
which its tunnels ran, trom the relative 
position of the blocks that compose it, 
scientists, Christians and infidels have de- 
monstrated that the being who planned this 
pyramid must have known the world’s 
aphoricity, and that its motion was rotary, 
and how many miles it was in diameter and 
circumference, and how many tona tho 
world weighs, and know at what poinn in

Isaiah was right when he said in my text, 
“A pillar shall be at the border of the land 
of Egypt and it shall be fora sign and a 
witness.” ‘The pyramid is God’s first Bible. 
Hundreds, if not thousands, of years before 
the first line of the Book of Genesis was 
written, the lesson of the pyramid was 
written. 

Well, of what is this Cyclopean masonry 
a sign and a witness? Among other things 
—of tho prolongation of human work com- 
pared with the brevity of human life. In 
all the four thousand yeats this pyramid 
has only lost eighteen feet in widths one 
side of its square at the base changed only 
froin seven Auriteed and sixty-four feet to 
soven hund: . and forty-six feet, and the 
most of that eighteen feet taken off by

MEN'S WORK SURVIVES THEM, 

So men die but their work lives on. We 
are all building pyramids not to Inst. four 
thousand years, but forty thousand, forty 
million, forty trillion, forty quadrillion, 
forty guintillion. For oa while we wield 
the trowel, or yeand with the hammer, or 
measure with the yard stick, or write with 
the pen, or experiment with the solentific 
battory, or plan with the brain, and for a 
while the foot walks, and the eye sees, and 


the ear hears, and the tongue speaks.” All 
the words or bad words we speak are 
spread out into one layer for a pyramid. 
All the kine deeds or malevolent deeds we 
do are spread out into another layer. All 
the Christian or un-Christian example we 
set is spread out in another layer.

HOW LENSES ARE MADE 


The Art of Manufacturing Spectacles Re- 
“duced te a Science, 


The art ot making spectacles, says the 
Popular Science Monthly, has been reduced 
to ascionce. The bit ae to be formed 
into a lens is fastened by means of pitch > 
s small block of hard rubber ao that it may 
be more readily handled. It is ground by 
being pressed against a rapidly revolvin; 
metal tool, whose curvature is equal (eh 
opposite to that desired in the lens. This 
is known as the “rough tool” and is made 
o@castiron. Itis mounted on w vertical 
spindle, and is kept moistened with emery 
and water, Several grades of emery are 
used in succession, changing from coarse to 
fine as the grinding proceeds. Asa result 
of this process the glass hag « rough sur- 
face and is nolonger transparent. Itisnow 
transferred to the ‘fine tool.” This is made 
of brass and has its surface as true as possi- 
ble. It is compared from time to. time 
with # standard curve in erder to onsure ao- 
curacy, 

In this second grinding the abrading 
material is rouge (carefully calcined sulph- 
ate ofiron). Finally the ee is polished by 
Helgk pressed agains. a piece of cloth pow- 
dered with rouge and fastened to the re- 
tating tool. ‘The glasa isaow loosened froin 
its block,turned over, and the reverse side 
of the lens ground, When this has been 
accomplished the lens must be cut down te 
the proper shape for mounting in the spec- 
tacle frame. fe is placed on a leather cush- 
ion and held firmly in position by a rubbor- 
tipped arm while a diamond glass-cutter 
passing around an oval guide traces a similar 
oval on the glass below. 

The superfluous glass outside the oval is 
removed by steel piecers, the rough edges 
are ground smooth on Scotch wheels and the 
lens is ready for mounting. Tho glasses for

The old tanner is very nearly right when 
ho says, “It dates from time unknown,” for 
leather is of the very highest antiquity, 
Long before tho days of Noah's Ark thore 
were those who, according to Holy Writ, 
lived in tents and kept cattle, It is hardly 
to be doubted that these people who tended 
flooks and herds, which furnished thom 
with meat and drigk, also made use of the 
skins of their animals for article 
of clothing, and, therofore, very early 
acquired some knowledge of the tan- 
ner’s art, In the book of Gencale 
mention is made of colored leather, 
and all evidences of an oxtrancous charac: 
ter go to show that some simple method of 
tanning and dressing tho skins of animale 
was known before even Tubal Cain learned 
the trade of a brass founder, 

The ancient Egyptians were skilled in the 
art of tanning leather and manufactured it 
in various ways and for various purposes 
besides that of furnishing covering for the 
fect, Indeed, it is to those builders of the 
pyramids that we are indebted for tho firat 
artistic forms of footwear; aud so far oa can 
bo ascertained from history and the re- 
searches of archwologista the Egyptians 
were the first shoomakers who were worthy 
of the name. 

Tt is a fact, too, that tanners of to-day 
employ very much the same methods as 
did the ancients. About the same materials 
are used and the processes are almost pre- 
cisely similar to those in vogue hundreds of 
years ago, It is true that tannors of the 
present day have found means of greatly 
shortening the time required to convert a 
hide into leather, and that steum power 
and modern machinery have done much to 
expedite and improve the processes of fin- 
ishing the leather, but after all, the princt- 

les of tanning remain the same as they 
nave from the first. 

Leather was very carly used as 
currency, and Romans employed it for this 
purpose before either gold, silver or brass 
came ihto common use, History is full of 
references showing that leather was used by 


of exchange. It is said, on good authority, 


that so late as during the reign ot Lo 
XI, of France the country become so im- 
poverished and, és a consequence, money 
was #0 scarce that little pieces of leather, 
with a «mall allyer nail driven through 
each, were in general use as money, Some 
few specimens of this leather moncy ore 
still in existence, but are only to be found 
in the possession of numismatists, by 
whom they are highly prized. 

However, the manufacture of leather has 
ever been a slow and tedious process, as 
compared with most other industries, and 
even now, with improved processes of tan- 
ning and finishing, months ure required for 
the tanner to convert the hide of an animal 
into leather, ‘Thore is, too, a popular opin- 
ion extant that tanners do not make as good 
leather now from the hides that are tanned 
in three months’ time aa they used to turn 
out when nine, and even twelve, months 
were necessary. 

As a matter of fact better leather is made 
to-day from hides in from sixty to ninet 
days than was manufactured in the old 
way. It should be rememberod, however, 
that hides are tanned in precisely the 
same manner now they have always been. 
That is, the samé agencies aro used for 
combining it with the gelatine of the hide 
and for conyorting it into leather. Modero 
tanners have simply discovered methods 
by which the tannic acid is made to pene- 
trate more quickly into the pores of the 
skin, This is accomplished partly by fre- 
quent manipulation of the hides white 
in the vats and partly by special treat- 
ments for keoping the pores of the skins 
open during the tanning process. It is a 
fact well-known to all tanners that any

About your first subject, temperance, I: 
have not much to say. Good men are te 
be found on the side of total prohibition as 
well as on that of high license, and nota 
few, perhaps ‘vith reason, deem the evil 
one beyond human legislation, To bring 
it cown to a plain suggestion however, I} 
fancy, some good might come of reducing 
the price of temperance drinks in saloons, 
‘Lemperance will never make much head- 
way solong as one lemonade cost as 
much as two glasses of beer. 2nd “Trial 
by Jury” is rather deep for women to dis- 
cuss, the greatest minds of the day 
have held such diverging opinions on the 
subject of the efficacy of juries, as a means 
of giving justice in civil and criminal 
cases. However, I will answer your 
query, wellknowing that itsvery crudeness 
will at least, satisfy debater, as to my sex. 
Trial by jury was introduced into England 
in 886, and has ever been considered the 
bulwark of the people’s liberty. It is in 
vogue in every civilized European country, 
save Austria where it was abolished in 
1852. Russia adopted it in 1866. In 
some countriesjuries decide by a majority, 
in France two-thirds is required. I con- 
sider this preferable to a law requiring 


unaminous verdicts for this reason ; 
it is adifficult matter to find 
twelve men, who, conscientiously 


and without coercion from one or more of 
their number, will agree on the value of 
evidence, even when its tegal technicalities 
are expiained by thejudge. There must 
be many cases in which a compromise or 
sinking of honest conyictionsis condoned 
before a unanimous verdict can be arrived 
at. Men selected for juries are often illit- 
¢rate, easily influenced, ina hurry to re- 
turn to business, and at times it must be 
that to escape from the close little jury 
room, we may find some casuist enough to 
waive a point in favor of a piisoner and 
bring in a unanimous verdict, while ifa 
majority of two thirds were sufficient this 
would be remedied. 

I need scarcely tell Debater I was not 
consulted when this momentous question 
was given by the minister of justice, to the 
legal luminaries of the Dominjon for dis 
cussion, and I trust my crotchety friend 
Debater will submit no more such brow- 
wrinkling questions for my benefit, as he 
musc be satisfied now that I amreally only 
a woman.

J. J. Upchurch, the founder of the order 
was born in Franklin County, in the State 
of North Carolina, March 26,1820.

in others a spirit of parsimony is being 
displayed that is quite unjustifiable and by 
no means creditible. 


Obviously some orthe past councils 
have blundered most grievously and 
egregiously. Obviously the present coun- 
cil shows an inclination to follow too 
closély the example thus set them by their 
predecessors, and no change can be expec- 
ted from this false and unbusiness-like 
policy until the people wake up and 
choose as their representatives men of ex- 
perience, men of ability, men of honesty. 

The present council, as we have before 
said, contains a few men of undoubted 
abiiity and unquestioned integrity. It also 
unfortunately contains some professional 
Ooffice-seekers, some scamps and law- 
breakers, some nonentities, and some—or 
at least one—pig-headed and abusive 
clown, with whom men of dignity and 
self-respect do not careto sit, The al- 
dermen belonging to the former class 
should be retained, The others should 
all be unceremoniously kicked out and 
replaced by men whom the people can 
respect and who, while by no means in- 
sensible to the honor conferrei on them, 
will be more concerned for the welfare 
and honor and good’ government of the 
city than for personal apgrandizement and 
the gratification of their selfish ambitions

M'CARTHYITES WIN A VICTORY OVER 
THE PARNELLITES,

ANOTHUR GOLD FEVER 


A $100,000 Mine Within Sight in Marm ra 
Township 

MARMORA, Oct. 28.—<an extensive belt 
of gold bearing quartz has been discovered 
lying along the first concessions of the 
Townships of Marmora und Belmont. 
an Mining and Bxplor- 
ing Company, of London, England, have 
bought the east halfof lot 20, in the first 
concession ef Belmont, and have a large 
force employed in sinking 
shafts tozbetter ascertain the'character and 
extent of the deposit. Ata depth of 80 
feet, the veins havean average width of 
eight feet, enclosed in talcoid slates with 
weli defined walls of diorite. Practical 
tests of car loads are regularly made at 
the company’s mill, New Yark, and have 
so far yielded an average of 827,50 to the 
ton, The quartz already “in sight” is 
estimated as having a net value of $100,000 
after deducting all expenses of mining and 
milling. Two months ago the property 
was bought for $5 000. |

But the White Nile would do little for 

Egypt if tia wore all. It would keep its 
banks and Egypt would remain a desert. 
But from Abyssinia there comes what is 
called the Blue Nile, which, though dry or 
noarly dry half the yoar, under tremendous 
rains about the middle of June rises to 
groat momentum, and this Blue Nile dashes 
with sudden influx into the White Nile, 
which in consequence rises thirty feet and 
thelr combined waters inundate Dyypt with 
a rich soil which drops on all the (elds and 
gardens as it fs conducted by ditvhes and 
sluices and canals every whither. 

The greatest damage that over came to 
Egypt came by the drying up of the River 
Nile and the greatest blessing by its health- 
ful and abundant flow. The fimine in

Not enough 
Nile ta drought; too much Nile is freahet 
and plague, The rivers of the oarth aro 
the aa of ite REHe ity.

ME JOURNEY UP THD NILE 


This ride along the Nile ia one of the 
most solomn and impressive rides of all my 
life time, and Gur emotions deepon aa the 
curtains of the night fall wpon all sur- 
roundings, But we shall not be 
until we can take # ship and pass right out 
upon these wondrous waters and between 
the banks crowded with the story of om- 
vires, 

Acoording to the lead pencil mark in my 
Bible it was Thanksgiving day morning, 
Novy. 28, 1889, that with my family and 
frionds we stepped aboard the steamer on 
the Nile, The Mohammaden call to prayers 
had been sounded by the pricsts of that re- 
ligion, the Muezsins, from the four hun- 
dred mosques of Cuiro as the ery went out : 
“God is great. I bear witness that there is 
no God bnt God. TI bear witness that Mo- 
hammed is the apostle of God. Come to 
»rayers, Come to ailyation, God is great, 
Phere is no other but God, Prayers are 
hotter than sle&.” 

The sky aud city and palm groves and 
river shipping were bathed in the light, It 
was not much of a craft that we boarded, 
It would not be hailed on any of our rivers 
with any rapture of admiration. It fortu- 
nately had but little speed, for twice we 
ran aground and the sailors jumped into the 
water and on their shoulders pushed her 
out. But what yacht of gayest sportaman, 
what deck of swiftest ocean queen could 
give such a thrill of rapture as a sail on the 
Nile? he pyramids in sight, the romaine 
of cities that are now only a name, the vil- 
loges thronged with population. Both 
banks crowded with historical deeds of 40 
or 60 centuries, Oh, what a book the 
Bible is when read on the Nile! 

As we slowly move up the majestic river 
I see on each bank the wheels, the pumps, 
the buckets for irrigation, and see a man 
with his foot on the treadle of a wheel that 
feotchos up the water fora garden, and 
then for the firat time I understand that 
assage ip Deuteronomy which says of the 
sraclites after they had got back from 
Egypt, ‘‘The land whither thou goest in to 
posseas it is not as the land of Egypt, from 
whence ye came out, whero thou sowedet 
thy seed, and wateredst it with thy foot.” 
Then I understood how the lind could be 
watered with the foot. How do you sup- 
pose I felt when on the deok of that steam- 
er on the Nile I looked off upon the canals 
and ditches and sluices through which the 
fields are irrigated by that river, and then 
revl in Isaiah, ‘‘Dhe burden of Egypt—the 
river shall be wasted and dried np, and 
thoy shall turn the rivers far away and the 
brooks of defenso shall be emptied and dried 
up; and they shall be broken in the pur- 
poses thereof, all that make sluices and 
ponds for fish.” 

That Thanksgiving morning on the Nile 
I found my text of to-day. Pharaoh in this 
chapter is compared to the dragon or hip- 
popotamus suggested by the crocodiles that 
used to line the banke of this river. ‘‘Thua 
saith the Lord God: Behold, Tum against 
thee, Pharaoh, king of Kgypt, the great 
dragon that lieth in the midst of his rivers, 
which hath said my river is mine own, and I 
have made it for myself. But I will puthooks 
in thy jaws and I will cause the fish of th 
river to stick unto thy scales, and I wilt 
bring thee up out of the midst ofthy rivers, 
and all the fish of thy rivers shall stick 
unto thy scalos, and the land of Egypt 
shall be desolate and waste; and they shal 
know that I am the Lord; because he 
hath said the river is mine and I have made 
it.” 


THE WAYS OF OTHER DAYS. 


While sailing on this river or stopping at 
one of the villiagos, we soo people on the 
banks who vorify the Bible Aas ytion, for 
they are now as they wore in Bible times, 
Bhoos aro now taken off in reverence to 
sacred places. Children carriod astride the 


mother's shoulder as in 
Women with profusion of jowelvy os when 
Rebecca was affianced. Lentils ahelled into 
the pottage, aa when Esan sould his birth- 
right to get such a dish. The same habits of 
bulutation as when Joseph and his brethren 
fell on each other's reac Courts of law 
held under big trees’ as in olden times, 
People making Seo Without atraw, com- 
polled by circumatances to use stubble in- 
atead of straw, 

Flying over or standing on the banks as 
in Scripture days are flamingoes, ospreys, 
eagles, pelicans, horons, ouckoos, and — bull 
fiuches, On all sides of this river spul- 
chres. Villages of sepulchros. Cities of 
sepulchres. Nations of sepulchres. And 
one is tempted to call it an empiro of 
tombs, I never saw auch o place as Bgypb 
is for graves. And now we onderstanitta 
complaining sarcasm of the Israclites when 
they were on the way from Kyypt to Can- 
aan, ‘Because there are no grayes in Kgypt 
hast thou takou us away to die in the wil- 
dernesa.”” Down the vee bank come the 
buffalo and the cattle or kine to drink, And 
it was the ancostors of these cattle that in- 
spirod Pharoah's dream of the 
snd the fat kine, 

Here we disembark a little while for 
Momphis, off from the Nile to the right. 
Momphis founded by the first king of 
Egypt and for a long while the capital, A 
city of marble and gold, Home of the 
Pharaohs City nineteen milos in circum- 
ference.
